Each category 
is further divided into subsections according to topics:

bibliographies. Each entry provides the author, title, date of 
publication, and source.

Our research work has resulted in a supplementary survey of the dis- 
sertation abstracts and several periodicals in English up to the present time. 
The purpose of this report is to give additional information about these pub- 
lications. The published material included in this report has been organized 
according to report No. 24 as follows:
